anes are a beautifully and hauntingly melancholy British 

pop band that put on a very satisfying and inspiring 

'? performance at Vancouver's Starfish Room, April 2nd. I, a visual 

artist and big fan of the Cranes, was given the opportunity to 

talk with lead vocalist Alison Shaw before the show. The 

following are excerpts. from the interview, which was assisted 
by my friend Kevin Price and a. fan named Mike from Kelowna. 


Where did the name Cranes 
come from? well, ages ago when 
we first started practising in Portsmouth, 


we used to practise near the dockyard. 


You open the door of the practice room, 
and there were thousands of cranes 
everywhere. But it’s also the bird cranes, 
because it’s supposed to be a symbol of 
long life in Eastern culture. Right 
now, you’re on tour for 
Population Four? Mm hmm. 
How do you feel about this 
new album, compared to 
other albums? well, it’s definitely 


more of a live album for us. Pretty much 


in a couple of takes, we all set up in the 
way that most bands probably record. 


_ But in the past, we've done a lot of 
‘sampling and used drum machines and 


recorded bit by bit. We'd been talking to 
this producer called Mark Freegard,. and 
his kind of approach to recording, (he 
worked with the Breeders). So, his 
approach to recording is write the songs 
and then play them as a band, and he'll 
record them. And so, just for a change we 
kind of tried that approach. Can you 
describe any more infor- 


mation about The Tragedy of 
Orestes and Electra? | 
haven’t been able to find it 
in Victoria. We recorded Orestes at 
the same time that we did Loved, at least 
we started working on it then. And what 
it basically is is forty minutes of music in 
seven sections. It’s quite experimental 
sounding and it’s got a really dramatic 
sound to it. And that’s what made me 
feel it wasn’t the sort of thing | would 
sing on. | just thought it needed 
something different. | found a few lines 
from a French play that | knew, and, just 
to see what would happen, | just kind of 
spoke these few lines over the one piece 
of music, and eventually read extracts 
from the whole play to try to represent 
the story. | think that we got really 
involved with it for a while for about 
three weeks. And | really do think it’s one 
of the best things we've done really, 
because we did it quite unconsciously. It 
was quite fun to work on. Is there 
any influence from cinema in 
your MuSIC? Well, that was the other 
project that we did, just after the Orestes 
thing... a film maker in London asked us 
to write the music for a short picture film 
that she did, and | think that was 
something that we've always wanted to 
do. It was kind of like a road movie, but 
it’s hitchhiking in England. It was about a 
relationship between two people which 
sort ultimately of has a sad ending, so it 
was quite suitable for us. Some of the 
music came from the “Loved” album, and 
some of it we wrote especially for the 
film. It’s unusual, bands 
sometimes get followings in 
the oddest places. Where 
would you say you’re 
popular? Is there a following 
in Asia, and places like that? 
Um, we've got a small following in Asia, 
in funny places like Malaysia and certain 
little pockets of Asia. We haven’‘t really 
been released in Japan or Australia so

that’s kind of unknown territory to us. 
But the strangest places recently were in 
Eastern Europe, places like Latvia and 
Estonia and Yugoslavia. And the Czech 
Republic, we've always been quite well 
known in, ‘cause we've played there 
quite a lot. I’m just wondering, 
other than the Cure, which 
you’ve mentioned, what 
other bands would you say 
have influenced your music? 
Well, Nick Cave is an old favorite of ours, 
and | think me and Jim have followed his 
career all the way through. Actually the 
only record of his: that | don’t like is the 
murder record. | didn’t like that much at 
all. But apart from that, | pretty much like 
everything he’s ever done. Yeah, he’s 


~ cool. | like the Pixies. | think Kim Deal is 


someone we really admire. | like all her 
other projects too. And also Kim Gordon, 
| really like her, in Sonic Youth. | think 
Sonic Youth we’re really big long time 
fans of. Now videos... I’ve seen 
a video for ‘Shining Road’ 
from the Loved album. Are 
there any other videos? There 
are, actually. There are about seven or 
eight videos from the past. A lot of them 
are kind of low budget videos that we 
did ourselves. The first few singles that 
we ever did in 1990, 91, 92 —- we did 
videos for all of those songs and Mark 
directed them. There's a really low 
budget one that we did in Mexico to 
“Beautiful Friend” actually. Two film 
makers down there invited us down. They 
said they really wanted to do something 
with us, visually. They were based in 
Mexico City and they were independent 
film makers.

e Psychick Warriors Ov Gaia hail from Tilborg, 
I Holland and have been producing music for KK 
records since 1992. Their artistic achievements have seen 


two full length releases and several singles including - 


remixes from the likes of Plastikman and Coil. Their 
influence yields to the early European industrial scene 
borne out of groups like Genesis P-Orridge’s Temple Ov 
Psychick Youth. Their music reflects nature in its 
uncompromising manifestation of organic chaos in the 
most unexpected of forums, including technology. To 
push beyond, we recently inquired into the mind of 
Reinoud Van Den Broek, who programs and phi- 


losophizes as one quarter of the Psychick Warriors. 


~  P&F: Were you involved in bands before PWOG? 


REINOUD: | was involved in Sluagh Ghairm. It’s a gailic 
word and it means “a multitude of spirits cry”...the 
word “slogan” has been derived from it. This was more 
of a ritualistic, dark soundscape project, but we didn’t 
release any music officially - just compilation material 
that is now out of print. 


\ 


We were very much involved in the industrial scene as © 


purists in the sense of bands like Throbbing Gristle, 
Psychick TV and Coil. We were inspired by their 
philosophy, their cut-ups and a lot of things they were 
interested in. So they inspired us and we looked further, 
and | think what happened afterwards in time- in what's 
now called ambient- is kind of a new age form of what 
they were already doing. 


P&F: So where do you see music headed with regards to 
experimentation? . 


R: Drum and Bass is just one of the many things. There’s 
also trip hop or chemical beats, whatever you want to 
call it. Electronic dance music was declared dead years 
ago, but it’s not really. It just keeps evolving into 
different things. | think most people don’t even realize 
how much of their former rock bands are now-produced 
by dance produ¢ers using samplers and the latest. studio 
techniques. Of course you know about U2 who are 
produced by people like Howie B; and then there’s 
Bjork. 


| work in a record store and things like The Chemical 
Brothers, which is one of our best sellers at the moment, 
are being bought by people that used to buy Nirvana- 
like stuff. To them its the same, but to me | think 
Chemical Brothers are boring, because they are making 
the kind of music that Meat Beat Manifesto did years 
ago. Consumers hardly know the difference anymore 


between rock and dance and electronics. | think 
electronics these days are reasonably accepted. 


~ P&F: Yet many people find it difficult to access this 


(techno) music in a live performance because it does not 
have the stage presence which live rock acts have... 


R: Yes, and that’s one of the. main problems with bands 
like us; we don’t have a show, and the point is we don’t 


have a “show”. There is this myth of a band on stage 


who must entertain you with some kind of show. The 
music should do the trick. One of the interesting things 
for us (with electronic music) was that people wanted to 
dance again. They didn’t care as much about their idols. 


P&F: You mentioned that in your previous incarnation 
(SLUAGH GHAIRM) that you had an element of ritual 
theatrics in the stage show. 


R: Mmm.... maybe only in an atmospheric sense — in the 


lighting, and we used video screens and we had big 
huge scrap metal pieces on stage so it sort of looked like 
something... (laughter) We've used strobes in a sort of 
dream-machine like, manner — continuous light

P&F: Do you still apply a sense of ritual to your live 
performance? : 


R: We've changed alot. The most important thing for us 
right now is in the sonic atmosphere. We think about 
what the sound should do to an audience. It doesn't 
always work, but there is of course a plan behind it. 


‘However, there’s no straight message behind it. It is 


ritual in the sense that we want people to dance and try 
to make them dance to our music, which isn’t that easy 


-..because our music isn’t really the disco sound of the 90's, 
- but we try to create a sincere atmosphere in which 


anything is possible when it works. When you get drawn 
in it might do something to you. And what it does to

What — 


we wanted was to reach a point where we’d make music 


that we like and we also thought that. we could make 


music that would sell well enough worldwide that we 
could make a living, which it doesn’t; but that was our 
ideal. We don’t have to be rich or anything, but it would 
be nice if, instead of all those record companies making 


~a living out of us, we’d be making a living out of them 


as well. But that isn’t the case. It can get quite bitter,

“The most interesting place to be though is “behind the 


scene” as opposed to “in the scene.” I’ve seen alot of 
kids jumping on the bandwagon, using a lot of drugs 
and behaving like neo-hippies and they hurt themselves 


and probably others more than what is good for them. 


| think true spirituality can only be discovered for 


yourself, which is why | think it’s very hard to talk about 
a message. This has happened with many groups where 
you have a free association of individuals and at.a 
certain point everyone looks like each other and talks 
like each other and was made less free than before. 
What | think is ‘most important is getting this 
atmosphere where maybe you can just hint that you can 
get more, and then they (individuals) can go out on the 
dance floor and look for it themselves. If there’s any 
message it’s “take nothing for granted and do it 
yourself. Always look beyond. There’s always more to 
life.” True spirituality can only be discovered for oneself 
and it’s only attained through individual development. 


It's the only Way it’s worthwhile. That's the message.

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~ THRUSH HERMIT

Fo Canadian bands, it’s not an easy task to be only 
somewhat successful in your own country before being 
signed to a major US label. But Halifax’s Thrush Hermit 
have done just that. In 1996, after talking to practically 
every major label in the business, the band jumped on 
board with Elektra and started a new chapter in their 
history. Some things have changed, but not much, and 
fans have noticed this with Thrush Hermit’s debut Elektra 
release called Sweet Homewrecker. 

“There are a lot of plusses and minuses that go with 
being on a big label,” explains Joel Plaskett 
(vocals/guitar). “Things take a lot longer to get done 
because of the number of people you need to go 
through. But, there’s also bigger budgets and good 
people to work with. Coordinating the whole thing is 


what's difficult.” Apart from losing some artistic control, 


Thrush Hermit were able to record their latest record at 


the famous Easley Studios in Memphis, and have received 


a heap of press since Sweet Homewrecker came out. The 
band is far from being ignored by their new home. 
The strange part about Thrush Hermit’s current home 


‘is that they were the last band to get signed out of all 


their friends. Sloan signed to Geffen, then Eric’s Trip, Jale 
and Hardship Post signed to Sub Pop. Thrush Hermit were 
sort of left in the dust. Fortunately, things worked out for 
the best. “We're very happy at Elektra,” says Rob Benvie 
(guitar/vocals). “Our friends are telling us that we're set, 
but we know that’s not the case. We're still a small band - 


we’re not overestimating the 
situation. It’s really not a big 
deal, although the excitement ° 
is definitely there.” Thrush 
Hermit realize that being 
signed to a major label these 
days doesn’t mean that much. 
They know that they still have 
a lot of ‘asses to kick.’ 

“Before (being signed) it 
was like ‘we’re gonna go out 
and kick the world’s ass,’" | 
jokes Benvie. “Now it’s more 
like ‘we're gonna kick small 
towns’ asses one at a time, 
which is the way it should be 
done. We just want to play.” 

Many fans are excited that Thrush Hermit have finally 
released a full-length. Both Smart Bomb and The Great 
Pacific Ocean were just EP’s, but it wasn’t really planned 
that way. Both Benvie and Plaskett agree that The Great 


Pacific Ocean should have been a full-length, but they | 


didn’t think too much about it at the time. Sweet 
Homewrecker documents what the band has been up to 
since the last EP, and how things have changed. 

“This record has a little more depth,” Plaskett 
explains. “The songs are still catchy, but lyrically they 
kinda’ go to someplace that maybe is cooler. The new 


‘songs are a lot more fun to play. We don’t even play 


Kickin’ Ass, For Better or Worse 


songs from Smart Bomb 
anymore.” 

“Our musical tastes have 
changed,” says Benvie, jumping 
in. “We used to play really fast, 
with lots of noise. We just didn’t 
want to keep doing the same 
thing. Compared to our older 
records, this new one sounds 
really pro. We know more about 
the process of recording. We feel 
more like pros now, where back 
then we were just idiots.” 

Thrush Hermit’s future looks 
very bright. They already have 20 
new songs written for their next 
album. Most likely, they’ll use 
some of the songs for some 7”s until their next record 
comes out. The Hermit actually just recorded some of 
these newer songs at Easley Studios again, so it looks like 
Thrush Hermit is ready for something new to be released. 
Probably this fall we'll see some singles. For now, Thrush 


~Hermit will continue trying to make themselves more 


known in Canada, while also trying to chop away at the 
US. The band has toured the US a couple times before, 
and know how hard it is to stand apart from all the other 
bands. With the support of Elektra, the road shouldn't be 
too bumpy. &

CHOWDER: On the new album, there’s a 
track called “Fresh Pigs.”

he also wrote and rapped on. 


Off: Carlos played stick, you play bass. . . 
do you feel that changes the sound of 
the band much? 


CHOWDER: The response that we get 
from most people that have watched the 
show say that they like it better. Most 
soundmen like it better because the stick 
is more of a mid-rangy instrument, and 
the bass is more of a fatter, lower sound. 
To me, the stick is a solo instrument. 


Off: Do you find that playing bass guitar 
gives you more versatility in the band, 
then? 2 : 


CHOWDER: | feel so. ‘1 like to fall into a 
groove. I’m really into the funk and the 
acid jazz that’s going down right now. 
Carlos did that, though. You listen to 
“Joja” or “Lilies” and he had that fat 
groove, but it’s just a different sound. 
The bass thickens up the sound, it’s a 
little more traditional. 7 


Off: What kind of bass players do you 
prefer listening to? 


CHOWDER: Listening to bass players was 


never my thing - | just listen to bands, to 
sounds. . . There’s the classic thing when | 
was growing up, there was Steve Harris 
from Iron Maiden, or Dave LaRue from 
The Dregs. . . jazz player like Ray Brown, 
he’s such an amazing bass player. But | 
never tried to emulate anybody, | just 
listen to their sounds and rip them off 
(big grin). 


Off: How did you wind up in the band? 
Was there an audition process? 


CHOWDER: | was actually auditioned by 
the management, R.L.M, first, there was 
an interview, and then | went out and 
auditioned with the band. It was kind of 
weird, ‘cos | broke a string and | was 
really nervous. | knew Ruben (Huizenga, 
lead vocalist and guitarist) from college, 
we went to the music program at 
Humber College together, and | knew 
Carlos a bit too, so there was a 
personality thing already, so that made it 
easier. 


Off: Before the release of the new album, 
you did some shows, and people seemed 
to be a bit unsure about the new 
material, sat on their hands a bit. 


CHOWDER: Yeah. . . the album was done 
in October, we did nothing for a few 
months, then we went out touring with | 
Mother Earth in January before the 
release of the aloum.. We did about 25 
shows with them. . . there were a lot of 
people thinking “This isn’t Glueleg. 
Where's the Chapman Stick, where’s the 


sax all over the place?” It was a different

Off: How have things been working out 
with EMI?

CHOWDER: Things are going great, we've 
been really lucky. When we recorded the 
record, we were independent, of course, 
with Liquid Records. We were lucky to 


get Sylvia Massy to produce for us - she’s — 


worked with R.E.M., Tool, the Chili 
Peppers. ... she’s amazing. She’s got a 
fabulous ear. Sylvia said she wanted to do 
it - she called us, but we realized we 
didn't have the money, so she did it on a 
spec deal. Then EMI came on board really 
early and lent us some money to pay for 
her. | think they didn’t want to sign us 
until the product came out, but they had 
enough confidence in what we were 
doing to actually pay for Sylvia. They 
picked us up in January. ... it’s.a licensing 
deal rather than an artist deal. Since 
we're under our Qwn label, Liquid, we 
have full artistic control.
